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Obey God’s Laws 


Lesson for July 17, 1955 


I AWS are of various kinds. Some 


■J laws are arbitrary, some are 
made by the nature of things, or 
rather express the nature of things. 
To take an example of an arbitrary 
law: What is the fine, where you 
live, for exceeding the speed lim it 
or for parking in 
the wrong place? 
Let’s say it is ten 
dollars for going 
too fast, and three 
for illegal parking. 
If the alderman, 
or whoever it was 
that made the law, 
should decide next 
Tuesday to change 
those fines to Af- Dr. Forem an 
teen and four dollars, rlspectively, 
they would have a right to do it. 
There is nothing in the nature of 
things that makes parking on the 
north side of Main Street wrong, 
and nothing that makes three dol­ 
lars the exact amount to charge 
the offender, practical though it 
m ay be. 
Some Laws Cannot Bo Broken 
There are other laws which are 
not on the statute books but are 
much more rigid, and rigidly en­ 
forced, 
than 
regulations 
about 
parking or school attendance. We 
some tim es call these laws of na­ 
ture; but they are really laws of 
God. There is no law printed in a 
book anywhere that says that if a 
person neglects the care of his 
teeth he will get a toothache; but 
that is a law nevertheless. It is, 
so to speak, written into the physi­ 
cal constitution of every man. 
There is a higher sort of law still, 
called Moral Law, which is like­ 
wise rooted in the nature of things. 
Exam ples of moral laws: To every 
m an belongs his due; whatever a 
m an soweth, that shall he also 
reap; hate and you will be hated, 
love and you will be loved. Such 
laws can be disregarded; they are 
disregarded every day; but they 
cannot be broken. They are not at 
all like arbitrary laws. There is a 
ghost town where parking spaces 
can still be seen m arked on the 


pavement. But you can leave your 
car there now for a month and 
never get a ticket. The town gov­ 
ernm ent has just folded up and 
gone away. But God never folds 
up nor goes away. There is a 
corner in a city where once a left 
turn was perm itted; 
now it is 
against the law. The traffic de­ 
partm ent changed its mind. But 
God does not change his mind. 
How Nations Break Laws 
Now, every nation, every com­ 
munity, every club or organization 
of people, has the right to m ake 
up its own constitution and by­ 
laws, its rules, ordinances, regula­ 
tions, laws and statues. And it has 
the right to change these. Most 
nations, however, do not like to 
adm it that there are laws which 
bind them. They do not like to feel 
that there are unchanging and un­ 
changeable 
laws 
which 
govern 
them and all nations. Nevertheless 
there are such laws, laws of God; 
and nations have been broken for 
trying to break them. Consider the 
case of the country of Judah. 
Prophets had been warning that 
country, its leaders and its people, 
for years, that disobedience would 
bring disaster. Ezekiel, whose book 
m akes fascinating though often 
puzzling reading, did m ake one 
thing quite plain: that Judah’s sins 
had reached the breaking - point, 
that God’s axe would fall, that 
Jerusalem 
would be 
destroyed. 
Scarcely any one believed him. 
But when Jerusalem actually and 
Anally fell, then “they knew that 
a prophet had been among them ” 
Crime and Punishment 
What were some of the divine 
laws, rooted in the nature of things, 
which Judah as a nation had been 
breaking? We can name the two 
most im portant: Love and Justice. 
The nation lived by hate, fear, 
distrust and selfishness. As a na­ 
tion. 
they hated other nations. 
They tried to build a little iron 
curtain around themselves. They 
would not trust other nations and 
they would not keep treaties they 
had made themselves. They let 
down their moral standards to the 
point where the typical Judah-ite 
(to judge from the pictures the 
prophets paint) w as loose in his 
relations with women, undepend­ 
able and dishonest in his business 
dealings, irreligious even in his 
“ religious” acts, irresponsible in 
his civic duties 
. . you can fill 
out the discouraging list from the 
pages of Ezekiel, or other proph­ 
ets. You cannot build a good coun­ 
try with bad citizens, that is an­ 
other law that cannot be broken, 
though Judah tried hard enough to 
break it. 
When disaster finally 
struck, the citizens were aston­ 
ished; but God’s prophets were not.

Fattening Cattle 
Need Salt 


COLLEGE STATION.— '‘F a t­ 
tening 
cattle 
should 
consume 
from a half to one and a half 
ounces of salt per head daily, de­ 
pending upon the kinds of feeds 
used and the age of the ani­ 
mals, 
says U. D. Thompson, ex­ 
tension animal husbandman. 
Keep loose granulated salt be 
fore the anim als at all times. 
Salt in this form is more satis­ 
factory than compressed 
block 
salt or rock salt, he says. 
Salt will be used more econom­ 
ically from a self-feeding box 
with a roof for protection from 
rain. 
It’s a m istake to withhold salt 
from cattle toward the close of 
tjie feeding period. Though this 
may cause the animals to drink 
more w ater at m arket, buyers 
usually are able to estim ate the 
amount of fill on the rattle

A few' weeks ago, that fact be­ 
came evident to civil defense and 
disaster relief workers who tra­ 
veled 
to 
Yucca 
Flat, 
Nevada 
They went to that area to ob­ 
serve an atomic test partly de­ 
signed to go into the problem of 
food supplies. 
Interest in the m atter has been 
demonstrated by requests for in­ 
formation which have been re- 
eeived by the State Division of 
Civil D efense and Disaster Relief. 
Reports aren't complete, and 
won’t be for many months be­ 
cause of some long-range testing 
programs. 
However, there are a 
number 
of 
encouraging 
facts 
which can be reported now'. 
There were 908 cases and 3,802 
uncased sam ples of food used tor 
the test. These were exposed at 
15 locations in a variety of do­ 
mestic and industrial structures, 
as well as in locations very close 
to the center of the explosion. 
Some were lightly buried in a 
few inches of soil. 
There were 
also tests to find out how canned 
goods would stand up in condi­ 
tions 
of 
retail 
handling 
and 


storage. 
On the day after the explosion, 
observers from Texas and other 
parts of the nation were taken to 
areas 
up 
to 
4,700 
feet 
from 
ground zero. 
They found some 
vital survival information useful 
to 
fam ilies 
over 
the 
United 


States. 
For one thing, they discovered 
that 
canned 
and 
glass-packed 
foods in various structures suf­ 
fered less physical damage than 
some 
of 
the 
structures 
them ­ 
selves. This held true in houses, ( 
industrial structures and trailers 


alike.

Food products in physically in­ 
tact packages were found prob­ 
ably acceptable 
for use. 
Also 
food products as close as 4,700 
feet from ground zero were gen­ 
erally free of radiation. 
Some packages, as might be 
expected, didn’t survive the^ ex­ 
plosion which was equal to 35,000 
tons of TNT. But as a rule, the 
failure was due to dislodgment 
from cupboards or from flying 
m issiles. 
At 
4,700 
feet, 
a 
one-story 
house of precast concrete slab 
still stood, although its windows 
were blown out and furnishings 
were crushed and twisted. 
Net 
food packages r e m a i n e d 
on 
shelves. Even though they w'ere 
disarranged 
slightly, 
they 
ap­ 
peared to be intact. 
A t 5,500 
feet, 
there was a 
frame house which had been bad­ 
ly scorched on the side facing th* 
explosion. Its roof had been tom 
off and its windows blown out. 
But cases of food in the base­ 
ment of the house were apparent­ 
ly undamaged, even though some 
were thrown from selves to the 


floor. 
At 6,800 feet, the roof ami 
sides of an industrial building of 
heavy gauge metal were dam­ 
aged.

and glass-packe 
foods in this building were tested 
under retail conditions, some of 
them being cased and others un­ 
cased on shelves.

Nine Proposed 


Changes to be 


Voted on in '56 


Austin 
— 
Nine 
proposed 
amendments to the Texas Con­ 
stitution awalt voter rejection 
or approval in 1956. 
Indorsed by at least 2/3 of 
the 150 representatives and 31 
senators before the 54th Legis­ 
lature ended its 
session last 
week, the propositions would: 
1. Put another $100 million 
into the veterans land program. 
This one is expected to set off 
the sharpest debate because of 
controversy over merits of the 
program since it became em­ 
broiled in scandal last Novem­ 
ber. 
2. Reduce the number of jury 
trials in lunacy cases by giving 
the accused person a choice of 
whether or not to have a jury. 


Messenger, Decatur, Texas, 
The constitution now makes ju­ 
ry trial 
mandatory. The 
pro­ 
posed right to waive use of a jury 
would not apply where 
a cri­ 
minal offense is charged. 
3, Make it tougher for pro­ 
fessional criminals to get bail. 
District Judges would have the 
power to deny bail to persons 
twice convicted of felonies 
4. Allow teachers a better re 
tirement plan. They would be 
permitted to contribute a larger 
percentage of their salary than 
at present, with the state putting 
up matching 
funds. Disability 
and death 
benefits 
would be 
added to the program. Retire­ 
ment would be permitted at 55 
after a minimum of IO years 
service, or it could come after 
30 years service. 


5. Authorize the Legislature to 
provide assistance to needy in­ 
dividuals who are permanently 
and totally disabled. 


6. Permit state recompense to 
persons erroneously convicted of 
crimes they did not commit!. 
7. Give commissioners courts 
leeway In reallocating between 
their permanent 
improvement, 
jury, road and bridge, and gene­ 
ral funds. Present law requires 
an election before funds can be 
shifted. This would let commis­ 
sioners reallocate annually when 
they are preparing county bud­ 
gets. 


8. Allow wider investment of 
the university permanent fund 
in an effort to obtain greater re­ 
turns. 
This 
amendment 
also 
would re-align state colleges In 
the two present programs for 
construction and equipment of 
buildings. 


9. Set up an appropriate oath 
of office for appointive officers 
of the state, who now have to 
use one designed only for elec­ 
tive officers.

Weed Control 
Method on Farm 
"Mow your 
pastures 
early 
for weed control while there Ie 
plenty of moisture in the sol!.** 
That timely reminder cornea 
from BS. M. Trow, pasture sp#- 
clallst for the Texas Agricul­ 
tural Extension Service. 
Drouth and over-grazing has 
thinned stands of grass In moot 
cultivated pastures. Trow ex­ 
plained that this condition cou­ 
pled with r»H*ent rains is likely 
to make control 
of weeds la 
pastures a bigger problem th!* 
summer. 
Mowing 
will help ellmlimt# 
we^ds, sprouts and bushes UMI 
clears the way for more desir­ 
able plants. It also serves t# 
keep existing grasses growing 
and 
succulent, making 
them 
more palatable and nutritions 
to grazing animals. 
Start mowing when the worst 
weeds begin blooming, before 
they can drop a seed crop.

(Acts 2:47). Then, they just didn’t think about “joining” some 
denomination. 
If YOU, as an individual today, believed in Christ, repented 
of your sins and, as did converts in New Testament time, if 
you were immersed for the remission of your sins, WOULD 
YOU NOT BE A CHRISTIAN and nothing more? (Mark 16:16; 
Acts 2:36-47, 8:35-40; Romans 6:3, 4). If a number of people 
in ANY community should obey the Lord’s command (no more 
no less), would they not be just members of the Lord’s church 
and nothing more? 
Now if this group of converts were content to WORSHIP 
as did the early Christians (Acts 20:7; if they were content 
to call themselves by the same name (Acts 11:26, 26:28 and J 
I Peter 4:16); and if they were willing to be guided SOLELY 
by God’s Word (2 Timothy 3:16, 17)—would they not constitute 
the church of our Lord? Would they be a denomination? 
Friends, Christ’s plea for UNITY among his believers can 
be realized ONLY in undenominational Christianity as is 
practiced by churches of Christ.
